A ruling determining what con- 


stitutes real estate under 
the 


terms of Ohio's new tax laws has 
been issued by the state tax com- 
mission. 


The commission defines "real es- 


tate" as including all lands, lots, j 
or parcels thereof, buildings, track-: 


age,, power generating equipment, 
boilers, engines, 
pumps, 
stills, 


tanks, cupolas, furnaces, kilns, and 
ail other property which are affixed 
to real estate and which, if remov- 
ed, would result in their demoli- 


"In general, all 
improvements 
which 


with the Intent, of jv»rflnpnry 
which remains in the event teat 
the nature of the production, or, 
business, changes shall properly 
be classed as a part of the realty," 
the commission ruled. 


The commission held that the' 


following shall be included as in-' 
tegral parts of buildings, or im- 
provements: Heating, ventikitintr.

ment, plumbing, built-in drinking 
water service and communicating 
systems and auto calls, elevators.

diabetic child as seriously 
handi- 


capped. 
Once the child has been 


taught all he should know concern- 
ing his ailment, his future health 13 
assured. If instruction la given in 
childhood and carefully followed, un- 
comfortable complications In later 
life will not occur. 
It is Interesting to note that most 


children who have diabetes are men- 
tally 
well developed. 
For soms 


reason the condition is most likely 
to be found where there is only one 
child in the family. 
It has been noticed by some stu- 


dents of the subject that many 
dAbetic children are 
exceedingly 


tall 
However, children who have 


t'nis disease and are not jfiven the 
proper attention tend, to be stunted 
in growth as they grow older. 


The signs of diabetes in children 


are the same as those fou~d in the 
adult. Too many times these signs 
are completely ignored and tb* dis- 
ease is overlooked. It Is not dis- 
covered until there has been an ex- 
amination of the urine. 
Then an 


amount of sugar Is found. 
supervision of the eating: 


habits of these children is Impera- 
tive. 
The diet must be carefully 


prescribed by a physician. If th» 
su^ar in blood and urine is not de- 
creased by a proper diet It Js prob- 
able insulin wi:l be presribed. 


The results of insulin treatment ta 


such cases has been quite satisfac- 
tory. The little patients show nor- 
mal development and often becomt 
conspicuously healthy adults.
